Results in brief 

In the areas we audited, Board operations complied with applicable requirements and provided 

adequate safeguarding of public resources.  The Board also complied with state laws and 

regulations and its own policies and procedures in the areas we examined. 

 

About the audit 

This report contains the results of our independent accountability audit of the Transportation 

Improvement Board from July 1, 2011 through June 30, 2015.   

Management is responsible for ensuring compliance and adequate safeguarding of public resources 

from fraud, loss or abuse.  This includes the design, implementation and maintenance of internal 

controls relevant to these objectives. 

Our audit involved performing procedures to obtain evidence about the Board’s uses of public 

resources, compliance with state laws and regulations and its own policies and procedures, and 

internal controls over such matters.   

In keeping with general auditing practices, we do not examine every transaction, activity or area.  

Instead, the areas examined were those representing the highest risk of fraud, loss, abuse, or 

noncompliance.  The following areas were examined during this audit period:

We perform an annual audit of the statewide basic financial statements, as required by state law 

(RCW 43.09.310).  Our opinion on these financial statements is included in the Comprehensive 

Annual Financial Report (CAFR) prepared by and available from the Office of Financial 

Management.   

The CAFR reflects the financial activities of all funds, organizations, institutions, agencies, 

departments and offices that are part of the state's reporting entity.  That report is issued by the

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INFORMATION ABOUT THE BOARD 

The Washington State Legislature created the Transportation Improvement Board to foster state 

investment in quality local transportation projects. The Board distributes grant funding, which 

comes primarily from the revenue generated by three cents of the statewide gas tax, to cities and 

counties for funding transportation projects.  

The Board’s primary purpose is to select and administer transportation projects that best address 

the criteria it has established. Each funding program has its own set of criteria used to rate project 

applications. The project selection process for all funding programs is typically completed 

annually.  

The Board has 21 Members as designated by state law. The Board administers the following 

programs: Urban Arterial Program, Arterial Preservation Program, Sidewalk Program, Small City 

Arterial Program, Small City Preservation Program, Small City Sidewalk Program and Relight 

Washington.  The Executive Director and 10 employees run the daily operations of the Board. The 

most current biennial operating budget was $3.9 million which includes the fiscal years ended 

2015 and 2016.
